HEAVY RAINFALL INJURES 
CROPS, BENEFITS POWER. 


Loss to Fruit and Beans is Estimated 7 


Millions; no Cessation in Sight.

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.} 


AN FRANCISCO, Sept. 13.—Con- 
tinued rains throughout the 
State today added further losses 

to the California prune, grape, bean 
and peach crops, relieved the elec- 
tric power situation, and tonight, 
by drenching the San Joaquin Val- 
ley in and around Fresno, threat- 
ened the raisin crop. Drying pears, 
most of which had been covered in 
ample time for protection, were 
saved. 

General Sales Manager C. H. Bent - 
ley of the California Packing Cor- 
poration, after receiving reports 
from all parts of the State, said 
that Santa Clara county was hard- 
est hit. 

“One-half of its prune crop is 
ruined,” he said, “the loss there 
will be between $4,500,000 and 
$5,000,000.” 

An indication of the extent to 
which the State prune crop has 


been affected was gleaned when the 
United States Food Administration 
for California ordered all shipments 
out of the State for civilian uses to 
be held up pending a survey of the 
damage done. 

An enormous da to the bean 
crop in the Salinas Valley was re- 
ported, but there was little damage 
to beans in the Sacramento Valley 


and virtually none to the lima va- 


riety in the south. 
PEACH DAMAGE SLIGHT. 

Damage to peaches, apricots and 
pears was reported comparatively 
light, growers getting them under 
cover after the first day’s rain. 
Ripening tomatoes and grapes were 
damaged, but not to any alarming 
extent, the rainfall in the 
Joaquin Valley was light and this 
saved the grape situation. 

State Power Administrator H. G. 
Butler explained tonight that if the 
mountain rainfall proves 
abundant as that in the valleys, the 
power situation will have bright- 
ened considerably. 

“From the reports I have had,” 
he said, “it looks as though the rain- 
fall was mostly confined to the val- 
ley areas. If that proves correct 
the only benefit from a water con- 
servation viewpoint will de the 
lightening of the irrigation load.“

STATEMENTS BY WAR OFFICES. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 
BERLIN (via London, Sept. 13.) 
— We now are standing on our new 
lines which have been prepared,” 
says the official statement reporting 
military operations on the western 
front, issued today by the German 
Genera: Staff. 
“During the night,“ the statement 
adds, the evacuation of the St. Mi- 
hiel salient, which was liable to en- 
circlement, and which had been un- 
der consideration for some years, 
Was completed without interference. 
“In anticipation of the attack of 
the French and Americans on the St. 
Mihiel salient, we began evacuating 
this salient a few days ago.” 
British attacks between Ypres 
and Armentieres, northwest of Hul- 
luch and on the Arrah, Peronne and 
Cambrai roads, were repulsed. — 
Havrincourt is in the hands of 
the enemy. 

The text of the statement says: 
In aaticipation of an attack on 
St. Mihiel, the evacuation of this 
salient, Mable to encirclement on 
both sides, which hal been under 
consideration for years, was begun 
a few days ago. We did not, there- 
fore, fight the battle to a finish, but 
carried out the movements contem- 
plated which the enemy was unable 
to prevent. 

The French, who advanced on 
the heights to the east of the Meuse, 
were repulsed. Combres Height, 
which wag lost temporarily, was re- 
captured by Landwehr troops. 
South of it, in strong resistance, 
Austro-Hungarians, together with 
the troops fighting between the 
Meuse and the Moselle, assured the 
retreat of the divisions standing at 
St. Mihiel. 

“Between the Cote Lorraine and 
the Moselle an enemy attack in 
Thiaucourt gained ground.

GARDENER HEIR 
TO BIG ESTATE. 


Local Man has Claim to Vast 
Pest Jersey Tract. 

In Lowly Circumstances, has 

Notable Family Tree. 


Land Worth Hundred Million 
to be Divided. , 


From a humble landscape artist 
and gardener working for $60 a 
month to possible heir to an estate 
worth $100,000,000 was the strange 
tale revealed here yesterday when it 
became known that the wheels of 
jurisprudence have been set in mo- 
tion to establish Frank T. Manahan, 
No. 1853 North Harvard boulevard, 
as the sqe relict of the historic West 
Jersey Association. 

The legacy which Mr. Manahan 


expects to share came to his notice 
through the columns of a London 
newspaper last May, in the form of 
an advertisement by the British gov- 
ernment of a lost claim found. 
property involves the assets of the 
West New Jersey Association, which 
was founded in 1691 to acquire lands 
in British North America for trad- 
ing purposes. 

His claim, which is on the Bank 
of England, is being handled by the 
Security Trust and Savings Bank of 
Los Angeles, through Sydney Her- 
bert Preston, a claim locator of 
London, Eng. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 


The story of the property to which 
Mr. Manahan lays a claim involves 
Revolutionary War figures. He says 
that his mother’s father, the hus- 
band of Maria Stanton, one of the 
original heirs, was a distinguished 
officer on the staff of Gen. Washing- 
ton and that he served in the War 
of 1812. He is buried in the grave- 
yard of Trinity Church, New York 
City. His daughter, Mrs. Eliza Jane 
Manahan, the mother of the present 
heir, became one of the original 
members of the D.A.R. through her 
lineage. She traveled to Chicago 
with her children, and at the time 
of her death was the last of the orig- 
inal officers of the D.A.R.’s Chicago 
chapter. Frank T. Manahan, 
through his extraordinary family 
tree, was made an honorary member 
of his mother’s organization. 

Mr. Manahan on his father’s side 
is of the American branch of the 
family descended from Robert the 
Bruce, King of Scotland. ord Al- 
fred Ifour, English Minister of 
War, represents the British branch. 
On his mother's side Mr. Manahan 
has an unbroken lineage from May- 
flower pilgrims, and Mrs. Manahan 
was a cousin of Edward Stanton, 
Abraham Lincoln's Secretary of War.

Drawn up by 
Lord Chelmsford and Mr. Montague, the 
British Secretary of State for India, it fore- 
shadows an extension of the Morley-Minto 
measure of 1909, which at that date admit- 
ted Indians to the councils of the empire 
and looks toward a future in which India 
will be a self-governing federation within 
the British Empire. 

The points of the scheme receiving most 
general approval (excepting only from the 
Indian Extremists and those under the lead- 
ership of Mrs. Annie Besant) concede sub- 
stantial autonomy to the provinces, with 
increased responsibility through elected ma- 
jorities in the copncils, and the appoint- 
ment of ministers responsible to their con- 
stituents; periodica] commissions of exam- 
ination with a guarantee of steady progress 
in political structure; the revision of the 
powers and constitution of the India office 
council: and the freeing of local self-govern- 
ing institutions from internal control. 

The Chelmsford-Montague scheme pro- 
vides that, as far as possible, where the 
municipal boards, district and county coun- 
cils are concerned official interference die- 
appear and they be invited to manage their 
own affairs themselves. In the provinces,
